LEBANON, Ohio (AP) 
The death 
of a Mason, Ohio dentist after receiving 
a swine flu immunization shot sparked 
cancellation of the W arren County shot 
program 
and 
a 
dispute 
between 
coroner and public health authorities 
about the safety of the program 
“The 
federal 
government 
takes 
products off the m arket that kill mice 
but not hum an beings, like saccharin, 
but here they are in a crash im m uniza­ 
tion program and they aren’t sure it’s 
safe,’’ said W arren County Coroner Dr 
Ralph Young 
The controversy was sparked by the 
death W ednesday morning of Dr. Alvin 
C. Erbeck, 74, less than a day after he 
received a shot at Montgomery, Ohio, 
in adjacent Hamilton County. 
“You can ’t get flu from a flu shot,” 
said Cincinnati Health Commissioner 
Dr Arnold Leff, adding that the death 
was reported to the National Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga 
Dr. Leff said, however, Hamilton 
County will continue with its program 
He said more than 65,000 elderly had 


been im munized with no ill effects. 
The W arren County Board of Health, 
after hearing Dr. Young, cancelled its 
im munization program indefinitely. It 
was set to start Friday. 
“ It is my position,” said Dr. Young, 
“ Dr. Erbeck died of acute gastroen­ 
teritis. It is of a viral nature and I can ’t 
say yes or no if there is any danger 
from the vaccine. 
National 
health 
authorities can’t agree on this and I 
think there are too many unknown 
factors not to w arrant caution,” said 
Dr. Young, who said he has now 
decided against getting a shot himself 
He said “ I will also advise fay patients 
against it. I believe it is my duty as a 
public official to warn the public as 
w ell.” 
The W arren County Board of Health 
cancelled 
its 
immunization 
plans 
pending an autopsy on the death of Dr 
Erbeck which will be perform ed by the 
office of Hamilton County Coroner Dr 
Frank Cleveland It will take about two 
weeks, Dr.Young said 
"I see a man, who was in norm al 


health, die 24 hours after receiving the 
immunization. I don’t think we as 
public officials can not fail to warn the 
public against taking the shots until 
this is proven non-related,” Young said. 
“ I won’t stand behind any smoke 
screen. This m an died of a viral in­ 
fection, exact cause undeterm ined, and 
I’m waving the red flag saying the 
immunization 
program 
should 
go 
slow.” 
W arren County Medical Director Dr. 
Ray E. Simendinger said he felt delay 
was “ the only prudent thing to do." 
However, he said “ I don’t think the Ma­ 
son, 
Ohio 
death 
will 
substantiate 
anything concerning a connection with 
the swine flu. I feel we should hold up 
though, not because of a personal con­ 
cern, but because we need to know if 
Dr Erbeck had any past difficulties 
and we need to solidify our position.” 
Dr. Young said E rbeck’s relatives 
reported the victim had sym ptom s 
within three hours of taking the shot 
These included diarhea, chills, vom it­ 
ing. headaches and fever 


Ford, Carter seek electoral votes

The three were charged 
with

States after the w ar by lying about 
their w artim e activities. 
The charges were part of a new 
cam paign 
aim ed 
at 
resolving 
the 
allegations against some 77 people in 
the United States accused of being w ar 
crim inals. If the governm ent succeeds, 
it will m ark the first time alleged Nazi 
war crim inals have been deported and 
forced to leave the country. 
The Im m igration and Naturalization 
Service 
will 
hold 
three 
separate 
hearings Nov. 15 when the three in­ 
dividuals will have to show cause why 
they should not 
be deported. The 
central issue at these hearings will be 
w hether they lied when they entered 
the country. 
If deported, the three, would simply 
be forced to leave the country. They 
could be subject to prosecution by 
another country if they entered that 
country’s jurisdiction 


The government in 1973 allowed the 
extradition of Hermine Braunsteiner 
Ryan of Queens, N.Y., to West G erm a­ 
ny, where she is awaiting trial for 
m urder. But she was not deported, a 
process where the U.S. government 
begins the process of forcing a person 
to leave, while extradition results from 
the initiative of a foreign governm ent. 
There was no direct indication by the 
governm ent of how the accusations 
against the three were lodged or by 
whom.

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Ford returned home to Washington 
on W ednesday night after swinging 
through New York City’s middle-class 
suburbs. There he voiced saber-edged 
criticism of C arter and prom ised that a

p ayer.” 
But 
there 
was 
potential 
trouble 
awaiting Ford in Washington. 
It was reported that the special 
W atergate prosecutor will decide this 
week whether to look into claim s that 
Ford discussed with m em bers of Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s White House ways of 
blocking an early investigation of the 
W atergate scandal. 
And the Washington Post reported in 
today’s editions that the Democratic 
National Comm ittee is preparing to file 
a complaint with the Federal Election 
Commission about F ord’s alleged use 
of aides and Cabinet m em bers, who 
earn governm ent salaries, for cam ­ 
paign duties. 
Both vice presidential candidates. 
Dem ocratic Sen. W alter Mondale and 
Republican 
Sen. 
Bob 
Dole, 
were 
heading for Houston, where they meet 
Friday night in a nationally televised 
debate. 
Ford, at each stop on W ednesday, 
told his audiences that C arter wants to 
raise their taxes but that a Ford ad­ 
m inistration will cut taxes. At White 
Plains, N.Y., Ford said, “ I say the 
middle-income taxpayer is already 
overtaxed, overburdened and under­ 
represented." 
And he signed a bill extending the 
federal revenue-sharing program for 
3 4 years at a projected cost of $25.5 
billion. The money goes to state and lo­ 
cal governm ents. 
In a statem ent issued in Plains, 
C arter said, “ I am pleased that Mr. 
Ford has decided to sign the bill.” But, 
he said, “ I do regret that so little else 
has been done by this adm inistration to 
ease the plight of our cities and to help 
restore a true federalism in our system 
of governm ent.” 
He said Ford had vetoed legislation 
that would have provided needed aid to 
cities and states. 
Meanwhile, the Ford adm inistration 
announced 
an 
increase 
in 
the 
production loan rates for wheat and 
feed grains after months of rejecting 
farm ers’ pleas for such increases. 
There were indications the move 
could aid the Ford cam paign in grain-

Three of nine states that suspended 
the swine flu inoculation program have 
decided to resum e giving shots after 
tests revealed no evidence that the 
vaccine caused the deaths of elderly 
persons. 
But several areas reported sharp 
declines in the num ber of persons 
showing up Wednesday for the free 
inoculations. The program is designed 
to reach up to 200 million Americans 
There was no hesitation at the White 
House, 
however, 
where 
President 
F ord’s personal physician, William 
Lukash, said the 63-year-old President 
would receive his shot today. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Ford scheduled the shot for 
today 
in 
an 
effort 
to 
persuade 
A m ericans the vaccine was safe. 
Officials in Louisiana and Illinois on 
W ednesday ordered the resumption of 
their program s 
Vermont authorities 
said immunizations would resum e on 
Friday. 
At least 33 elderly persons in 16 states 
— most with a history of heart trouble 
— are reported to have died after 
receiving the inoculations. 
That includes three persons in the 
Pittsburgh area whose deaths Monday 
prom pted nine states to suspend the 
program a day later 
Federal and state officials stress that 
there is no known connection between 
the $135-million vaccination program 
— which began Oct. 1 — and the deaths. 
Other states where the program was 
halted were Alaska, Maine, Michigan, 
New Mexico, Texas — except Houston 
— and Wisconsin. There also were sus­ 
pensions of the program in some areas 
of other states. 
At least 21 states have yet to begin 
inoculations. 
Food and Drug Administration of­ 
ficials said Wednesday they found no 
evidence in prelim inary tests that a 
batch of swine flu vaccine used at a 
Pittsburgh-area clinic was responsible 
for the deaths there. 
The FDA said it had completed tests 
of 35 vials of vaccine gathered from the 
Pittsburgh clinic and found no trace of 
foreign m aterials. FDA officials said 
they would run more tests on the 
sam ples’ purity and potency in about a 
week. 
Spokesmen for the Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta repeated that “ there 
is no evidence that the program should 
be curtailed in any w ay.” 
A spot check, however, showed a 
decrease in the num ber of persons 
lining up for shots. 
In New York City, health officials 
said 10,000 persons showed up on 
W ednesday, com pared with 20,000 who 
were inoculated Tuesday. 
Pennsylvania officials said 
12,803 
persons were inoculated W ednesday, a 
drop of 11,000 from the day before. And 
in Florida, the director of the swine flu 
program in Dade County, the state’s 
most populous, said the turnout was 
about one-fourth what it was on Tues­ 
day, when more than 10,000 persons 
w ere vaccinated

A resolution accepting am ounts and 
rates as determ ined by the Fayette 
County Budget Commission following a 
compromise reached this week on an 
unlevied tax was adopted Wednesday 
night by Washington C.H. City Council. 
In essence, City Council agreed to 
accept $26,779 as its share of a three- 
tenths of a mill tax which will be levied 
by 
the 
Fayette 
County 
Board 
of 
Commissioners. 
The Fayette County Budget Com­ 
mission Wednesday received approval 
from the Ohio Board of Tax Appeals to 
reconvene and adjust the tax rate for 
1977 to include the three-tenths of a mill 
tax on the county duplicate. 
E arlier this year the Fayette County 
Board of Commissioners decided not to 
impose the full 3.0 mills of inside 
operating millage and by a 
joint 
agreem ent between the comm issioners 
and the county budget commission only 
2.7 
mills 
were 
levied 
for 
county 
operations in 1977. 
A 
political 
advertisem ent 
by 
Laurence A 
(Bucky) Dumford last 
week criticized the action and it was 
discovered the three-tenths of a mill 
tax belonged to the city. 
The 
discovery 
resulted 
in 
negotiations between city and county 
officials 
and 
an 
agreem ent 
was 
reached to have the county levy the tax 
and reim burse the city a total of 
$26,779. 
Under the agreem ent reached, the 
local governm ent distribution formula 
will be changed in order that this city 
will receive a 48 per cent share The 
city form erly received 39.87 per cent of 
the funds which are provided from the 


state based on the amount of sales tax 
generated by each county 
Dumford and City M anager George 
H. Shapter were applauded by City 
Council m em bers for their efforts in 
obtaining the tax revenue 
“ I’d like to thank Bucky for bringing 
to the attention of the county auditor

Bolivia jet crash toll tops 100 


SANTA 
CRUZ, 
Bolivia 
(AP) 
— 
Bolivia began three days of national 
mourning today for more than 100 of its 
people killed when a chartered A m eri­ 
can cargo jet plowed through a street 
crowd and into a group of young soccer 
players at practice. 
The three American crewmen of the 
Boeing 707 were also killed. 
At 
least 
100 
Bolivians 
were 
hospitalized, a governm ent spokesman 
said, “and there are injured who are 
hovering between life and death.” 
He said at least half the victim s were 
children. 
The spokesm an reported 84 bodies, 
including those of the Americans, had 
been identified. 
Officials 
said 
it 
was 
the 
worst 
aviation disaster in Bolivia’s history. 
President Hugo Banzer flew to Santa 
Cruz, 350 miles southeast of La Paz, 
ordered three days of national mourn- 
ingLand said he would lead the funeral 
procession Thursday morning. 


The four-engine jet was owned by Jet 
Power Inc. of Miami and was chartered 
to a Bolivian firm ,

Boliviano. After delivering oil well 
m achinery 
and 
other 
cargo 
from 
Houston, it had just taken off em pty at 
1:30 p.m. W ednesday from the airport 
on the edge of the city when it faltered 


“ People at the scene said they heard 
an explosion before it fell and saw fire 
in one of the m otors on the left w ing,” a 
Bolivian air force officer told re ­ 
porters. 
The plane clipped the tops off several 
big trees, demolished a corner of the 
Julio G utierrez prim ary school, mowed 
down a line of people buying kerosene 
from a street vendor on Avenida de 
E jercito, and crashed into a practice 
field outside the municipal soccer 
stadiurfT^where 'a num ber of people 
were 
watching 
two 
boys’ 
team s 
scrim m aging 
The pupils at the school were home 
for lunch, but the caretaker, his wife 


and three children were in the building 
and were killed, an air force official 
said. 
Another official said about 50 people 
were killed in the kerosene line, about 
40 were killed on the soccer field, and 
eight boys were suffocated in a locker 
room of the stadium by smoke from the 
burning plane. 
Debris 
and 
bodies 
were 
strewn 
across the soccer field. 
“ AH those people were destroyed, 
burned, m utilated,” a witness said. “ It 
was like a scene from Dante. There 
were 
scream s 
from 
the 
burned 
people.” 
Jet 
Power

said 
the 
three 
crewmen were Capt. Charles Baldwin, 
a form er airline pilot; first officer Lee 
M arsh; 
and flight engineer 
Leslie 
Bennett. All were from the Miami area. 
An air force officer said the plane’s 
instrum ents indicated that one of the 
engines on the left wing failed. The 
“black box” flight recorder was recov­ 
ered and turned over to investigators.

Just 15 months after his powerful 
boss said he’d be “ greatly pleased to 
have him as my successor," Arthur R 
Taylor, 41, abruptly quit his $480,000-a- 
year job as president of CBS Inc. 
Industry observers were surprised 
by his unexpected decision Wednesday 
to leave the billion-dollar conglomerate 
he’s headed since 1972. He disclosed 
neither his future plans nor reasons for 
leaving. CBS declined to say why he 
resigned. 
But it said his decision in no way 
involved CBS-TV’s poor ratings this 
season or the controversial “ family 
viewing” concept for early-evening 
shows he initiated and the networks 
adopted in September 1975 
A knowledgeable industry source 
attributed Taylor’s departure to a 
personality clash between the hand­ 
some young executive and his strong- 
willed boss, CBS board chairman W il­ 
liam S. Paley, 75. 
Paley went to great lengths in July 
1975 to rebut an article in “ New York” 
magazine that mentioned “ a strong 
rum or" that he and Taylor “ aren’t hit­ 
ting it off” together. 
“ Absolute nonsense,” Paley said in a 
statement then. “ As I have said before 
and as I have been quoted in the press, 
Arthur Taylor and I have a very good 
relationship and I would be greatly 
pleased to have him as my successor." 
Paley, declining to comment on 
Taylor’s sudden resignation, praised 
him in a statement Wednesday, and 
tersely added: 
“ We understand and appreciate his 
decision to make other plans for his 
future. We wish him the very best.” 
CBS said Taylor, an 
investment 
banker who rose to executive vice 
president at International Paper Co. 
before joining CBS, turned in his res­ 
ignation shortly before a CBS board 
meeting Wednesday.

Mind of Your Own” is one bookstore 
where little^ girls don’t play with dolls 
and Mommy isn’t always home while 
Daddy works. 
Instead, the children’s books the 
store 
carries

with 
wrenches or fixing pipes. Boys do the 
cooking. 
“ We tried to choose books that of­ 
fered children more options,” said Bill 
Anderson, a day-care worker who 
volunteers at the nonprofit store. 
“ They show that girls don’t have to 
be just 
mothers, or some man’s 
possession,” he said in an interview. 
“ And there are books that show little 
boys crying or playing with dolls, all in 
a very positive light.” 
Judy Brunk, head of the board of 
directors that runs the store, said, “ We 
also carry books dealing with problems 
children go through, such as death or 
living with a single parent 
“ There was a need for an alternative 
bookstore in Des Moines to provide 
books people couldn’t get in other 


stores, 
especially 
children’s 
literature.” 


In selecting books, staffers look for 
those that don’t stereotype women and 
for books written by women about their 
experiences, 
said 
Joyce 
Drury, 
coordinator of elderly services for Iowa 
Children and Family Services. 


The store carries a wide selection of 
fiction and poetry. 
It also offers 
medical and sociological literature, 
with books 
on natural 
childbirth, 
abortion and battered wives. 


But children’s books are the fastest- 
selling, said Ms. Drury. 
So far, customers have reacted 
favorably to the store, she said. “ A lot 
come in just to visit, and to talk about 
the women’s movement.” 


None of the nearly 50 men and women 
involved in the bookstore have been in 
the business before, said Ms. Brunk. 
Each of them contributed $50 or 50 
hours of work to help get the store 
opened three weeks ago Day-to-day 
affairs are handled by a 12-person pol- 
:iey-making board.

LOS AN GELES (AP) - The “ an­ 
nouncer” 
on 
the 
“ Lohman 
and 
Barkley” TV comedy show here looked 
awfully familiar. No matter that he did 
an Ed McMahon-style introduction en­ 
tirely in Japanese. 
He 
later 
did 
an 
entire 
Henny 
Youngman routine of one-liners in 
Japanese. I fell down laughing each 
time, then suddenly realized: That’s 
Jack Soo. 
Soo, as “ Barney Miller” fans know, 
is the deadpan, middleaged Japanese- 
American who brews the bad coffee on 
the show. 
Inquiries were made, and it turns out 
that Soo, born in Oakland, Calif., didn’t 
start in show business as an actor. He 
started as a singer, then became a 
comic and finally an actor. 
“ That routine you saw was part of 
my old, old act,” he said with a laugh 
“ I did it maybe 25-30 years ago, but al­ 
ways in English. This was the first time 
I did it in Japanese, even the punch 
lines.” 
Soo’s comedy career began in 1941, 
when he ran out of tunes he knew and 
had to pad his act with jokes while 
sharing the bill with a stripper at a club 
in Watsonville, near Ft. Ord., Calif. 
The career was interrupted by a 
shameful part of U.S. history when, 
after Japan’s Pearl Harbor attack, he 
became one of thousands of Japanese- 
Americans the government uprooted 
from their West Coast homes and put in 
internment camps for most of the war 
Soo — whose real name is Suzuki — 
spent two years at Camp Topaz, Utah. 
He doesn’t like to discuss his memories 
of those years. But he says he was in a 
concentration camp, not an internment 
camp. 
“ I ’d just started what I loved. I felt 
my life had ended right there,” he 
added. But things took a turn for the 
better. 
He was released shortly before war’s 
end. He wound up in Cleveland, hired 
as a part-time barkeep, part-time 
singer in a Chinese restaurant owned 


by a gent by the name of Mr. Chin. 
“ He was a very kind man,” Soo 
recalled. He said the owner knew he 
was of Japanese descent and advised 
him to change his name from Suzuki to 
Soo. This was done, and Jack’s career 
resumed. 
“ The funny part of the thing is that 
the boss'told all his Chinese employes 
that this ‘Chinese fellow’ never learned 
to speak Chinese because he came from 
Iowa and there were no Chinese 
around.” 
Soo edged back into show business, 
joining Joey Bishop in 1949 as the 
latter’s straight man, then worked 
clubs on his own. He got his big break in 
1959 in Broadway’s “ Flower Drum 
Song.” 
A good agent helps in Hollywood, but 
Soo became a regular in the hit 
“ Barney Miller” because he helped a 
fellow comic “ with the lousiest night­ 
club act in the world” change a flat tire 
28 years ago on a cold morning before 
dawn in Springfield, 111. 
“ He also borrowed ten bucks from 
me,” Soo recalled. “ I wouldn’t let him 
pay me back because I wanted him to 
be obligated to me the rest of his life. 
“ So when we parted, he says, 
‘Someday I ’m going to be a writer- 
producer and you’re gonna work for 
me.' And I said, ‘Oh yeah, sure.’” 
The comic was a guy named Danny 
Arnold.

predictably — a deadlock will emerge. 
True the President can claim that 
his Administration "solved" the Arab- 
Israeli confrontation, but that has a 
rather hollow ring to it. What has 
happened recently is that the Syrians 
have taken time out to dispose of the

guerrillas. Israel has been given a 
breathing spell, but no indications of a 
long-term settlement. 
In fact, one can argue that Syrian 
consolidation of power in Lebanon 
would close the semicircle around 
Israel. And intelligence reports in­ 
dicate that the Egyptians have dug 
three huge tunnels under the Suez 
Canal — perhaps to accommodate 
increasing camel traffic0 
Meanwhile, back in Washington, the 
General Accounting Office has issued a 
most embarrassing report on the 
Mayaguez Affair — which all hands 
had considered dead and buried. The 
central accusation is that the President 
knew the Cambodians were prepared to 
release the ship and crew in time to 
stop the costly rescue Allegedly, at 
6:07 am . on May 15, 
1975, U.S. 
monitors picked up a statement by 
Cambodian Minister of Information Hu 
Nim that release was in the works, and 
Kissinger so informed the President at 
7, but the strike was not aborted. 
W’hat bothers me about this is not 
that it may be true, but that in Oct. 
1976, people will forget the atmosphere 
of May, 1975. If you were President and 
Kissinger dashed in with the news — in 
May, 1975 — that the Cambodian 
Communists were offering a peaceful 
solution to the Mayaguez seizure, what 
would your reaction be? After all, 
■ 
Kissinger had brough word in 1973 that 
the North Vietnamese were committed 
to a peaceful solution of the war — and 
in May, 1975, Hanoi's troops were 
dominating the South. Probably this 
was just another trick to get the ship’s 
crew out of reach before we could react 
— and who the hell was Hu Nim? 
In any event, the President needs a 
foreign policy triumph, and the State 
Department 
is 
on 
crisis 
alert. 
Rocketing up to the 7th floor are 
reports from all the regional bureaus 
on crisis possibilities. The first on the 
agenda was apparently Cyprus — if the 
Secretary could talk the Turks into 
some minor border concessions, or 
convince the media that he had. it 
might hold until Nov. 2 and delight 
Greek-American 
voters. 
The 
big 
problem here is that the Turks are not 
sophisticated enough to go along with a 
charade for Ford’s benefit — the first 
rumor of Turkish concessions would go 
off like a bomb in Ankara 
What about Latin America? Well, 
Bolivia is trying to gain access to the 
sea from Chile and Peru. Perhaps 
instant diplomacy could resolve that? 
Hold 
it 
— 
this 
would 
involve 
negotiations with the Pinochet regime 
in Chile which is on the black-list of all 
right-thinking people. 
Then 
there are the Guatemala- 
Belize argument over the "ownership” 
of the latter Central American state, 
the Honduras-Salvador ‘‘football w ar,” 
and the British-Argentine dispute over 
the political fate of the Falkland 
Islands. . . pretty small pickings. Who 
but stamp collectors ever heard of 
Belize or the Falkland Islands? \nd a 
headline such as “Ford Ends Football 
War” could lead to inquiries whether 
he wore a helmet. Too bad that the 
Johnson 
Administration ended 
our 
Mexican border, dispute. Scrub Latin 
America. 
Maybe there is some action in 
Western Europe? There the Secretary 
might get some cooperation. What 
about that long-festering feud between 
France and Britain over the Channel 
Islands — were they, or were they not 
retroceded to France with the Duchy of 
Normandy in the 12th or was it the 13th 
century? A summit with Jim Callaghan 
and Valery Giscard d’Estaing on the 
status of Jersey and Guernsey might 
raise our negotiating stock. Oh, no! It 
would sound like a session about cows 
Perhaps the best thing to do is ad­ 
vertise: Have solution, will travel — 
and have somebody check, fast, the 
Tamil minority crisis in Sri Lanka. 


The Treaty of Ft. Stanwix in the 
Mohawk Valley in New York in 1768 
fixed the boundaries of Indian lands in 
Ohio. About 3,400 Indian warriors as­ 
sembled for the conference. From the 
eastern end of Lake Ontario the line, ran 
southerly to the Delaware River then 
west to the Allegheny River, down the 
Allegheny and to the Ohio and hence to 
the Tennessee. The Indians ceded all 
lands east and south of that line for 
goods and silver worth more than 20,000 
English pounds. — AP 


Mysterious illness 
remains unsolved

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Health 
officials 
are 
still 
puzzled 
by 
a 
mysterious 
illness 
that 
swept 
an 
electrical controls factory here more 
than a month ago, affecting 13 per cent 
of the work force. 
However, the plant has no connection 
with two plants in Pennsylvania where 
workers have complained of similar 
symptoms, said Earl Reeg, personnel 
manager 
for 
Robertshaw 
Controls 
Co.'s Aero division, which has its 
headquarters in Richmond, Va 
In all three cases workers com­ 
plained of nausea, headaches, stomach 
pains and breathing difficulties. 
In Pennsylvania. Essex International 
Co. furloughed 300 employes at its 
electronics plant in Kittanning. Pa 
after IOO of them got sick. Health 
authorities also were looking for the 
cause of a similar illness that struck 70 
employes of the RolaJensen plant in 
Punxsutawney in September. 
The Ohio plant was closed four times 
from Aug. 25 to Sept 8. 
"We have been unable to determine 
any 
cause-and-effect 
relationship,” 
said Dr George Shadle, head of the 
Ohio health departm ent’s division of 
occupational safety. 
"All 
the 
tests 
were 
honestly 
negative,” he said. “I feel we’ve gone 
as far as we can go. To the best of our 


knowledge...we can’t consider it of 
bacterial or viral origin.” 
Tests 
were conducted on water 
supplies, pesticides used on lawns 
surrounding 
the 
plant, 
pipes 
and 
propane 
tanks, 
among 
other 
possibilities, Shadle said. 
The propane leak looked promising 
as the source until it was repaired and 
workers still got sick. 
However, 
Dewitt 
Huffman, 
in­ 
dustrial hygiene engineer, said ab­ 
normally high concentrations of methyl 
alcohol, freon and acetone were found 
at different times in the plant 
Those chemicals alone or in com­ 
bination 
might 
have 
caused 
the 
illnesses, 
but 
adequate 
ventilation 
would prevent sickness, he said. 
Reeg said IO or 15 employes quit 
because of the illness. But he said he’s 
satisfied the plant is safe. 
Betty Shipe was one of the Kicky ones 
who didn’t get sick at the Robertshaw 
plant in Columbus. She was working 
the day shift Aug 25 when she heard 
rumors that other employes were 
getting sick. 
The grapevine, as it turned out, was 
all too accurate. 
"It was about ll o’clock when they 
told us how many were sick and told us 
to come out of the factory,” she recalls. 
‘‘We were really surprised when we did 
go out to see how many did go to the 
hospital.”

COLUMBUS. Ohio 
AP> - A ter­ 
minally ill 34-vear-old Columbus man 
has died after receiving a swine flu 
immunization shot, but his doctor and 
the county coroner stressed there was 
no apparent connection between the 
innoculation and his death. 
Frank Hall. 34. of Columbus, died 
Tuesday night in his home He had 
received the flu shot on Monday 
His physician. Dr. James Lewis, said 
Hall was a diabetic, was being treated 
with dialysis because of kidney failure 
and had severe cardiovascular disease 
Dr. William R. Adrion. Franklin 
County coroner, said he did not “ think 
there was any relationship between the 
vaccine and his death." 
Noting that Hall was one of the 
youngest persons known to have died 
after receiving the immunization shot. 
Adrion said. “ This is the age that he 


was going to die whether he got the 
vaccine or not." 
Dr Thomas Halpin. chief of the state 


Health 
Department’s 
bureau 
of 


preventative medicine, agreed with the 
other two physicians 
“ There is no evidence the im­ 
munization was a factor,” he said. 
“ I ’m sure the cause of death is going to 
be listed as diabetes or cardiovascular 
disease." 
Halpin said the man’s death wiil have 


no effect on the state’s swine flu im­ 
munization efforts and urged counties 
to continue their innoculation pro­ 
grams.

Reds have no preference who 


w ill ch allen ge w orld crown 


CINCINNATI (AP) — They’re playing a waiting 
game in Cincinnati—and they don’t seem to care who 
shows up at Riverfront Stadium Saturday. 
The Cincinnati Reds, fresh from their three-game 
sweep of Philadelphia in the National League playoffs, 
began looking ahead to the World Series. 
For some, it was a matter of taking on the bigger 
name 
For others, it was a matter of raking in a bigger 
paycheck. 
And for most, it was a matter of believing that 
whichever team wound up representing the American 
League would also wind up a loser 
“I don’t care who we play because these guys 
represent the best team in baseball,” Cincinnati 
Manager Sparky Anderson said Wednesday as he 
awaited the outcome of the best-of-five playoff between 
the New York Yankees and Kansas City Royals, now 
tied 2-2. 
‘‘There isn’t another club in baseball that an match 
the eight players we can put on the field every day,” 
Anderson added. "This isn’t any three or four-man 
team, like most clubs.” 
Anderson said he believed "some of the younger 
players are hoping it will be in New York. But that’s 
because Yankee Stadium seats more than the Kansas 
City park and they’re figuring that playing New York 
will mean more money to them.” 


Gary Nolan, the right-hander who started the final 
game of the Reds’ playoff against the Phillies, said 
emphatically that he was hoping to play New York 
“because I figure it’s a once-in-a-lifetime shot. I’ve 
never seen Yankee Stadium except on television. And 
it would sure make me feel proud, standing out there 
on the mound.” 
Pete Rose also said he would prefer going against 
New York, but for a more practical reason. "I know 
the Yankees’ pitchers better because I’ve faced most 
of them before,” he said. "I guess you might say it’s a 
psychological thing with me, but it always bothers me 
when I’m facing a pitcher for the first time . ” 
Ray Shore, Cincinnati’s special assignment scout 
who has been keeping close tabs on both American 
League playoff clubs, said he would rather see the 
Royals win the AL flag. 
"Kansas City, that’s the club I’d like for us to play in 
the series,” Shore said. "The Yanks have the more ex­ 
perienced staff and I think they’d have a better chance 
of holding down our hitters. And the Kansas City park 
has Astroturf like ours. That’s another reason why I’d

Nations voters face many local issues

The spotlight in the 1976 election is on 
the presidential race, but voters in 
November also will be deciding close- 
to-home questions involving everything 
from nuclear safety to state-regulated 
slot machines 


Some of the proposals are in the form 
of constitutional am endm ents offered 
by state legislatures. Others have been 
placed on the ballot as a result of voter 
initiatives and petition drives. 


An Associated Press spot check 
showed that the nuclear safety issue 
has

followed by proposals to ban or restrict 
nonreturnable 
beverage 
containers. 
California residents voted against a 
proposal on the June prim ary ballot to 
limit development of nuclear power 
plants and impose restrictions on the 
operation of those already in existence 
Sim ilar m easures now are on the 
ballot in a num ber of states, including 
Oregon. Montana. Ohio. Washington 
and Arizona. 
There are about 60 atom ic power 
plants already in operation and another 
40 plants are expected in operation by 
1980 Critics of nuclear power say that 
safety controls are not strict enough 


The proposals under consideration 
would: 
—Set specific safety standards for 
builders. 
—Provide for safe storage, tran ­ 
sportation and disposal of nuclear 
wastes 
—Require legislative approval of all 
new plants 
—Urge Congress to suspend the limit 
on liability insurance in case of nuclear 
accidents.

permit a graduated income tax — an 
idea that has been turned down three 
times in recent years. In Missouri, 
there are proposals to increase the 
state’s sales tax by an eighth of a cent, 
but remove it from food and pre­ 
scription drugs. North Dakota voters 
are faced with a plan to reduce the 
sales tax from 4 to 3 per cent.

It originated 
with 
Ralph 
Nader’s

Group in Washington, D.C. and has yet 
to be adopted by any state. 
RUCAG 
would 
be 
financed 
by 
voluntary $6 a year check-offs on utility 
service bills and would be guided at the 
outset by a seven-member board of 
trustees, named in the ballot issue. 


Ohioans for Utility Reform (O UR),

November election. Thomson is trying 
to become the second governor in the 
state’s modern history to serve three 
straight terms 
New Hampshire, which despite its 
small size grabs national attention 
every four years with the country’s 
first presidential primary, tradition­ 
ally has been conservative and over­ 
whelmingly Republican. 
But in the past six years more than 
80,000 new people — about 10 per cent of 
the state's population — have settled in 
New Hampshire, many of them seeking 
to escape higher taxes in other states. 
New Hampshire is the only state with 
neither a sales nor an income tax. 
The 
Thomson-Spanos 
race, 
ac­ 
cording 
to 
a 
number 
of 
veteran 
politicians, is expected to test the 
sentiments of those new voters because 
Thomson and Spanos have opposing 


views on a litany of issues, including 
the emotional subject of taxes. 
In their first joint appearance at a 
Chamber of Commerce breakfast in 
Manchester, Thomson called Spanos an 
“ ultra socialist” after Spanos accused 
Thomson of “ one man rule” and un­ 
dermining 
government 
operations 
during both his two-ye.r r terms. 
Spanos, 50, a former state senator 
and an articulate spokesman for the 
progressive wing of his party, sur­ 
prised many politicians by defeating 
two other Democrats in the primary. 
Thomson easily defeated a moderate 
Republican to get the GOP nomination, 
rolling up 65 per cent of the votes. 
Thomson, although remaining the 
favorite, is facing the stiffest race yet 
because of a divided Republican party 
and a Democratic party which has 
captured three of the state’s four 
congressional seats — two since 1974. 
“ You’re going to find the electorate is 
changing,” said John Lynch, executive 
director of the Democratic state com­ 
mittee. “ The election is going to be an 
indication of the changing mood of the 
electorate.” 
Peter Thomson, the governor’s son 
and campaign manager, agrees the 
election may give an insight on the 
changing electorate because the candi­ 
dates have “ real philosophical dif­ 


ferences.”

“ It beats me as to why anyone would 
want to pay twice for representation,

Walleye fishing would be closed 
statewide during seven weeks of the 
best spring angling for that species if a 
bill recommended by a House com 
mittee is approved by the legislature 
and governor 
Sponsor of the measure is Rep 
Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, a long 
time foe of the wildlife division and 
consistent supporter of antigun. an­ 
tihunting legislation 
Wilkowski s measure would prohibit 
the taking of walleyes by commercial 
or sports fishermen from March 24 to 
May 11 annually He says it is aimed 
primarily at curtailing the illegal 
snagging of walleyes in the Sandusky 
River at Fremont every spring 
The legislation is opposed by the 
wildlife division and is expected to 
come under fire from sportsmen's 
groups if it is pursued w hen the General 
Assembly reconvenes next year 
“ I received a number of requests—a 
vast number—from fishermen who 
were 
concerned 
about 
the 
illegal 
fishing of walleye.' 
Wilkowski ex­ 
plained ‘Everyone will agree out here 
in northwestern Ohio that it's like a 
Roman 
circus 
during 
spawning 
season ’' 
The walleye fishing problems in the 
Sandusky River are well known to the 
division, which moved two years ago to 
curb 
illegal 
fishing 
tactics 
when 
thousands of the 
prized gamefish 
migrate upstream during their annual 
spring spawning runs in March and 
April 
Terminal tackle has been restricted 
and portions of the river closed from 1 
a.m. to 5 a.m.. when most snagging 
occurs. Stronger measures, including 
daylight fishing only, have been ad­ 
vocated within the division but never 
adopted. 
Wilkowski maintains that the natural 
resources department "has condoned 
snagging and will continue to condone 
it because of agreements and ar­ 
rangements with the League of Ohio 
Sportsmen, all to the detriment of other 
fishermen who don’t belong to the 
league or any other sportsmen's organ­ 
ization ” 
The division and many sportsmen 
are opposed to Wilkow ski's bill for 
several reasons First, by protecting 
the species statewide, they contend all 
fishermen would be punished for the 
excesses of a few 
Secondly, the 
division is particularly critical of any 
move to put fish or game management 
in the political process 
Wilkowski steered the bill to his own 
House Economic Affairs Committee 
rather 
than 
the 
Agriculture 
and 
Natural Resources Committee, where 
such bills normally would go 
He said he brought the legislation to 
his own committee because it “deals 
with a multitude of subjects There is 
no reason why it shouldn't go” before 
his panel, he said 
Asked why he didn't go before the

Wilkowski replied that

Warren County program cancelled 
Flu shot deaths top 30 


LEBANON, Ohio (AP) 
The death 
of a Mason, Ohio dentist after receiving 
a swine flu immunization shot sparked 
cancellation of the Warren County shot 
program 
and 
a 
dispute 
between 
coroner and public health authorities 
about the safety of the program 
“ The 
federal 
government 
takes 
products off the market that kill mice 
but not human beings, like saccharin, 
but here they are in a crash immuniza­ 
tion program and they aren’t sure it’s 
safe," said Warren County Coroner Dr 
Ralph Young. 
The controversy was sparked by the 
death Wednesday morning of Dr. Alvin 
C. Erbeck, 74, less than a day after he 
received a shot at Montgomery, Ohio, 
in adjacent Hamilton County. 
“ You can’t get flu from a flu shot,” 
said Cincinnati Health Commissioner 
Dr Arnold Leff, adding that the death 
was reported to the National Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga 
Dr. Leff said, however, Hamilton 
County will continue with its program 
He said more than 65,000 elderly had 


been immunized with no ill effects. 
The Warren County Board of Health, 
after hearing Dr. Young, cancelled its 
immunization program indefinitely. It 
was set to start Friday. 
“ It is my position,” said Dr Young, 
“ Dr. Erbeck died of acute gastroen­ 
teritis. It is of a viral nature and I can’t 
say yes or no if there is any danger 
from the vaccine. 
National health 
authorities can’t agree on this and I 
think there are too many unknown 
factors not to warrant caution,” said 
Dr 
Young, who said he has now 
decided against getting a shot himself 
He said “ I will also advise Aly patients 
against it. I believe it is my duty as a 
public official to warn the public as 
well.”

plans 
pending an autopsy on the death of Dr.

Named by the government were 
Boleslavs Maikovskis. 72, of Mineola.

native; 
Bronius 
Kaminskas, 73, a native Lithuanian of 
Hartford, Conn.; and Detlavs, 65, of 
Baltimore The three were charged 
with illegally entering the United 
States after the war by lying about 
their wartime activities. 
The charges were part of a new 
campaign aimed at 
resolving 
the 
allegations against some 77 people in 
the United States accused of being war 
criminals. If the government succeeds, 
it will mark the first time alleged Nazi 
war criminals have been deported and 
forced to leave the country. 
The Immigration and Naturalization 
Service 
will 
hold 
three 
separate 
hearings Nov. 15 when the three in­ 
dividuals will have to show cause why 
they should not be deported. The 
central issue at these hearings will be 
whether they lied when they entered 
the country. 
If deported, the three, would simply 
be forced to leave the country. They 
could be subject to prosecution by 
another country if they entered that 
country’s jurisdiction 


The government in 1973 allowed the 
extradition of Hermine Braunsteiner 
Ryan of Queens, N Y., to West Germa­ 
ny, where she is awaiting trial for 
murder. But she was not deported, a 
process where the U.S 
government 
begins the process of forcing a person 
to leave, while extradition results from 
the initiative of a foreign government. 
There was no direct indication by the 
government of how the accusations 
against the three were lodged or by 
whom. But a lawyer for the U.S. Im­ 
migration and Naturalization Service, 
James Vincent, has just returned from 
Israel, where he gathered eyewitness 
accounts of atrocities for use in the new

Ford returned home to Washington 
on Wednesday night after swinging 
through New York City’s middle-class 
suburbs. There he voiced saber-edged 
criticism of Carter and promised that a

But several areas reported sharp 
declines in the number of persons 
showing up Wednesday for the free 
inoculations. The program is designed 
to reach up to 200 million Americans. 
There was no hesitation at the White 
House, 
however,

President 
Ford’s personal physician, William 
Lukash, said the 63-year-old President 
would receive his shot today. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Ford scheduled the shot for 
today 
in 
an 
effort 
to 
persuade 
Americans the vaccine was safe. 
Officials in Louisiana and Illinois on 
Wednesday ordered the resumption of 
their programs Vermont authorities 
said immunizations would resume on 
Friday. 
At least 33 elderly persons in 16 states 
— most with a history of heart trouble 
— are reported to have died after 
receiving the inoculations. 
That includes three persons in the 
Pittsburgh area whose deaths Monday 
prompted nine states to suspend the 
program a day later. 
Federal and state officials stress that 
there is no known connection between 
the $135-million vaccination program 
— which began Oct. I — and the deaths. 
Other states where the program was 
halted were Alaska, Maine, Michigan, 
New Mexico, Texas — except Houston 
— and Wisconsin. There also were sus­ 
pensions of the program in some areas 
of other states. 
At least 21 states have yet to begin 
inoculations. 
Food and Drug Administration of­ 
ficials said Wednesday they found no 
evidence in preliminary tests that a 
batch of swine flu vaccine used at a 
Pittsburgh-area clinic was responsible 
for the deaths there. 
The FDA said it had completed tests 
of 35 vials of vaccine gathered from the 
Pittsburgh clinic and found no trace of 
foreign materials. FDA officials said 
they would run more tests on the 
samples’ purity and potency in about a 
week. 
Spokesmen for the Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta repeated that “ there 
is no evidence that the program should 
be curtailed in any way.” 
A spot check, however, showed a 
decrease in the number of persons 
lining up for shots. 
In New York City, health officials 
said 10,000 persons showed up on 
Wednesday, compared with 20,000 who 
were inoculated Tuesday. 
Pennsylvania officials said 12,803 
persons were inoculated Wednesday, a 
drop of 11,000 from the day before. And 
in Florida, the director of the swine flu 
program in Dade County, the state’s 
most populous, said the turnout was 
about one-fourth what it was on Tues­ 
day, when more than 10,000 persons 
were vaccinated.

Bolivia jet crash toll tops IOO

Bolivia began three days of national 
mourning today for more than IOO of its 
people killed when a chartered Ameri­ 
can cargo jet plowed through a street 
crowd and into a group of young soccer 
players at practice. 
The three American crewmen of the 
Boeing 707 were also killed.

Bolivians 
were 
hospitalized, a government spokesman 
said, “ and there are injured who are 
hovering between life and death.” 
He said at least half the victims were 
children. 
The spokesman reported 84 bodies, 
including those of the Americans, had 
been identified. 
Officials said it 
was the worst 
aviation disaster in Bolivia’s history. 
President Hugo Banzer flew to Santa 
Cruz, 350 miles southeast of La Paz, 
ordered three days of national mourn- 
ingland said he would lead the funeral 
procession Thursday morning. 


The four-engine jet was owned by Jet 
Power Inc . of Miami and was chartered 
to a Bolivian firm, 
Lloyd Aerero 
Boliviano. After delivering oil well 
machinery and other cargo 
from 
Houston, it had just taken off empty at 
1:30 p.m. Wednesday from the airport 
on the edge of the city when it faltered. 


“ People at the scene said they heard 
an explosion before it fell and saw fire 
in one of the motors on the left wing,” a 
Bolivian air force officer told re­ 
porters. 
The plane clipped the tops off several 
big trees, demolished a corner of the 
Julio Gutierrez primary school, mowed 
down a line of people buying kerosene 
from a street vendor on Avenida de 
Ejercito, and crashed into a practice 
field outside the municipal soccer 
stadiurfTAvhere ‘a number of people 
were 
watching 
two 
boys’ 
teams 
scrimmaging. 
The pupils at the school were home 
for lunch, but the caretaker, his wife 


and three children were in the building 
and were killed, an air force official 
said. 
Another official said about 50 people 
were killed in the kerosene line, about 
40 were killed on the soccer field, and 
eight boys were suffocated in a locker 
room of the stadium by smoke from the 
burning plane. 
Debris and 
bodies were strewn 
across the soccer field. 
“ AU those people were destroyed, 
burned, mutilated,” a witness said. “ It 
was like a scene from Dante.

A resolution accepting amounts and 
rates as determined by the Fayette 
County Budget Commission following a 
compromise reached this week on an 
unlevied tax was adopted Wednesday 
night by Washington C H. City Council. 
In essence, City Council agreed to 
accept $26,779 as its share of a three- 
tenths of a mill tax wnich will be levied 
by the 
Fayette County 
Board of 
Commissioners. 
The Fayette County Budget Com­ 
mission Wednesday received approval 
from the Ohio Board of Tax Appeals to 
reconvene and adjust the tax rate for 
1977 to include the three-tenths of a mill 
tax on the county duplicate. 
Earlier this year the Fayette County 
Board of Commissioners decided not to 
impose the full 3.0 mills of inside 
operating millage and by a joint 
agreement between the commissioners 
and the county budget commission only 
2.7 mills were levied 
for county 
operations in 1977. 
A 
political 
advertisement 
by 
Laurence A. (Bucky) Dumford last 
week criticized the action and it was 
discovered the three-tenths of a mill 
tax belonged to the city. 
The 
discovery 
resulted 
in 
negotiations between city and county 
officials 
and 
an 
agreement 
was 
reached to have the county levy the tax 
and reimburse the city a total of 
$26,779. 
Under the agreement reached, the 
local government distribution formula 
will be changed in order that this city 
will receive a 48 per cent share. The 
city formerly received 39.87 per cent of 
the funds which are provided from the 


state based on the amount of sales tax 
generated by each county 
Dumford and City Manager George 
H. Shapter were applauded by City 
Council members for their efforts in 
obtaining the tax revenue 
“ I ’d like to thank Bucky for bringing 
to the attention of the county auditor 
this oversight on the millage,” said 
Council member James Ward.

personal use,” the statement said. 


Ruff identified the source on the 
allegation only as ‘‘an individual who 
had recently become aware of the 
underlying information.”

CBS chief 
suddenly 
quits post

Just 15 months after his powerful 
boss said he’d be “greatly pleased to 
have him as my successor,” Arthur R. 
Taylor, 41, abruptly quit his $480,000-a- 
year job as president of CBS Inc. 
Industry observers were surprised 
by his unexpected decision Wednesday 
to leave the billion-dollar conglomerate 
he’s headed since 1972. He disclosed 
neither his future plans nor reasons for 
leaving. CBS declined to say why he 
resigned. 
But it said his decision in no way 
involved CBS-TV’s poor ratings this 
season or the controversial “family 
viewing” concept for early-evening 
shows he initiated and the networks 
adopted in September 1975. 
A knowledgeable industry source 
attributed Taylor’s departure to a 
personality clash between the hand­ 
some young executive and his strong- 
willed boss, CBS board chairman Wil­ 
liam S. Paley, 75. 
Paley went to great lengths in July 
1975 to rebut an article in “New York” 
magazine that mentioned “a strong 
rumor” that he and Taylor “aren’t hit­ 
ting it off” together. 
“Absolute nonsense,” Paley said in a 
statement then. “As I have said before 
and as I have been quoted in the press, 
Arthur Taylor and I have a very good 
relationship and 1 would be greatly 
pleased to have him as my successor.” 
Paley, declining to comment on 
Taylor’s sudden resignation, praised 
him in a statement Wednesday, and 
tersely added: 
“We understand and appreciate his 
decision to make other plans for his 
future. We wish him the very best.” 
CBS said Taylor, an investment 
banker who rose to executive vice 
president at International Paper Co. 
before joining CBS, turned in his res­ 
ignation shortly before a CBS board 
meeting Wednesday.

Inquiries were made, and it turns out 
that Soo, born in Oakland, Calif., didn’t 
start in show business as an actor. He 
started as a singer, then became a 
comic and finally an actor. 
“ That routine you saw was part of 
my old, old act,” he said with a laugh. 
“ I did it maybe 25-30 years ago, but al­ 
ways in English. This was the first time 
I did it in Japanese, even the punch 
lines.” 
Soo’s comedy career began in 1941, 
when he ran out of tunes he knew and 
had to pad his act with jokes while 
sharing the bill with a stripper at a club 
in Watsonville, near Ft. Ord., Calif. 
The career was interrupted by a 
shameful part of U.S. history when, 
after Jap an ’s Pearl Harbor attack, he 
became one of thousands of Japanese- 
Americans the government uprooted 
from their West Coast homes and put in 
internment camps for most of the war. 
Soo — whose real name is Suzuki — 
spent two years at Camp Topaz, Utah. 
He doesn’t like to discuss his memories 
of those years. But he says he was in a 
concentration camp, not an internment 
camp. 
“ I ’d just started what I loved. I felt 
my life had ended right there,” he 
added. But things took a turn for the 
better. 
He was released shorty before war’s 
end.

Women's liberation 
reaches bookstores

D ES M O IN ES, Iowa (A P ) — “ A 
Mind of Your Own” is one bookstore 
where little^ girls don’t play with dolls 
and Mommy isn’t always home while 
Daddy works. 
Instead, the children’s books the

wrenches or fixing pipes. Boys do the 
cooking. 
“ We tried to choose books that of­ 
fered children more options,” said Bill 
Anderson, a day-care worker 
who 
volunteers at the nonprofit store. 
“ They show that girls don’t have to 
be just 
mothers, 
or 
some 
man’s 
possession,” he said in an interview. 
“ And there are books that show little 
boys crying or playing with dolls, all in 
a very positive light.” 
Judy Brunk, head of the board of 
directors that runs the store, said, “ We 
also carry books dealing with problems 
children go through, such as death or 
living with a single parent. 
“ There was a need for an alternative 
bookstore in Des Moines to provide 
books people couldn’t get in other

producer and you’re gonna work for 
me.’ And I said, ‘Oh yeah, sure.’”

W’hat bothers me about this is not 
that it may be true, but that in Oct. 
1976, people will forget the atmosphere 
of May, 1975. If you were President and 
Kissinger dashed in with the news — in 
May, 1975 — that the Cambodian 
Communists were offering a peaceful 
solution to the Mayaguez seizure, what 
would your reaction be? After all, 
Kissinger had brough word in 1973 that 
the North Vietnamese were committed 
to a peaceful solution of the war — and 
in May, 1975, Hanoi’s troops were 
dominating the South.

Perhaps 
instant diplomacy could resolve that?

there are the 
Guatemala- 
Belize argument over the “ownership” 
of the latter Central American state, 
the Honduras-Salvador “football w ar,” 
and the British-Argentine dispute over 
the political fate of the Falkland 
Islands . . pretty small pickings. Who 
but stam p collectors ever heard of 
Belize or the Falkland Islands? \nd a 
headline such as “Ford Ends Football 
W ar” could lead to inquiries whether 
he wore a helmet. Too bad that the 
Johnson Administration ended 
our 
Mexican border, dispute. Scrub Latin 
America. 
Maybe there is some action in 
Western Europe? There the Secretary 
might get some cooperation. What 
about that long-festering feud between 
France and Britain over the Channel 
Islands — were they, or were they not 
retroceded to France with the Duchy of 
Normandy in the 12th or was it the 13th 
century’’ A summit with Jim Callaghan 
and Valery Giscard d’Estaing on the 
status of jersey and Guernsey might 
raise our negotiating stock. Oh, no! It 
would sound like a session about cows. 
Perhaps the best thing to do is ad­ 
vertise: Have solution, will travel — 
and have somebody check, fast, the 
Tamil minority crisis in Sri Lanka.

Mysterious illness 
remains unsolved

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Health 
officials 
are 
still 
puzzled 
by 
a 
mysterious 
illness 
that 
swept 
an 
electrical controls factory here more 
than a month ago, affecting 13 per cent 
of the work force. 
However, the plant has no connection 
with two plants in Pennsylvania where 
workers have complained of similar 
symptoms, said Earl Reeg, personnel 
manager 
for 
Robertshaw 
Controls 
Co.’s Aero division, which has its 
headquarters in Richmond, Va. 
In all three cases workers com­ 
plained of nausea, headaches, stomach 
pains and breathing difficulties. 
In Pennsylvania, Essex International 
Co. furloughed 300 employes at its 
electronics plant in Kittanning, Pa. 
after IOO of them got sick. Health 
authorities also were looking for the 
cause of a similar illness that struck 70 
employes of the RolaJensen plant in 
Punxsutawney in September. 
The Ohio plant was closed four times 
from Aug. 25 to Sept. 8. 
“We have been unable to determine 
any 
cause-and-effect 
relationship,” 
said Dr George Shadle, head of the 
Ohio health departm ent’s division of 
occupational safety. 
“All 
the 
tests 
were 
honestly 
negative.” he said. “I feel we’ve gone 
as far as we can go. To the best of our 


knowledge...we can’t consider it of 
bacterial or viral origin.” 
Tests were conducted on water 
supplies, pesticides used on lawns 
surrounding 
the 
plant, 
pipes 
and 
propane 
tanks, 
among 
other 
possibilities, Shadle said. 
The propane leak looked promising 
as the source until it was repaired and 
workers still got sick. 
However, 
Dewitt 
Huffman, 
in­ 
dustrial hygiene engineer, said ab­ 
normally high concentrations of methyl 
alcohol, freon and acetone were found 
at different times in the plant. 
Those chemicals alone or in com­ 
bination 
might 
have 
caused 
the 
illnesses, 
but 
adequate 
ventilation 
would prevent sickness, he said. 
Reeg said IO or 15 employe's quit 
because of the illness. But he said he’s 
satisfied the plant is safe. 
Betty Shipe was one of the Kicky ones 
who didn’t get sick at the Robertshaw 
plant in Columbus. She was working 
the day shift Aug. 25 when she heard 
rumors that other employes were 
getting sick. 
The grapevine, as it turned out, was 
all too accurate. 
“It was about ll o’clock when they 
told us how many were sick and told us 
to come out of the factory,” she recalls. 
“We were really surprised when we did 
go out to see how many did go to the 
hospital.”

Ohio (AP* — A ter­ 
minally ill 34-year-old Columbus man 
has died after receiving a swine flu 
immunization shot, but his doctor and 
the county coroner stressed there was 
no apparent connection between the 
innoeulation and his death. 
Frank Hall. 34. of Columbus, died 
Tuesday night in his home 
He had 
received the flu shot on Monday. 
His physician. Dr Jam es Lewis, said 
Hall was a diabetic, was being treated 
w ith dialysis because of kidney failure 
and had severe cardiovascular disease. 
Dr 
William R. Adrion. Franklin 
County coroner, said he did not “think 
there was any relationship between the 
vaccine and his death " 
Noting that Hall was one of the 
youngest persons known to have died 
after receiving the immunization shot. 
Adrion said. “This is the age that he

Reds have no preference who 
will challenge world crown 


CINCINNATI (AP) — They’re playing a waiting 
game in Cincinnati—and they don’t seem to care who 
shows up at Riverfront Stadium Saturday. 
The Cincinnati Reds, fresh from their three-game 
sweep of Philadelphia in the National League playoffs, 
began looking ahead to the World Series. 
For some, it was a matter of taking on the bigger 
name 
For others, it was a matter of raking in a bigger 
paycheck. 
And for most, it was a matter of believing that 
whichever team wound up representing the American 
League would also wind up a loser 
“I don’t care who we play because these guys 
represent the best team in baseball,” Cincinnati 
Manager Sparky Anderson said Wednesday as he 
awaited the outcome of the best-of-five playoff between 
the New York Yankees and Kansas City Royals, now 
tied 2-2. 
‘‘There isn’t another club in baseball that an match 
the eight players we can put on the field every day,” 
Anderson added. ‘‘This isn’t any three or four-man 
team, like most clubs.” 
Anderson said he believed ‘‘some of the younger 
players are hoping it will be in New York. But that’s 
because Yankee Stadium seats more than the Kansas 
City park and they’re figuring that playing New York 
will mean more money to them.” 


Gary Nolan, the right-hander who started the final 
game of the Reds’ playoff against the Phillies, said 
emphatically that he was hoping to play New York 
‘‘because I figure it’s a once-in-a-lifetime shot. I’ve 
never seen Yankee Stadium except on television. And 
it would sure make me feel proud, standing out there 
on the mound.” 
Pete Rose also said he would prefer going against 
New York, but for a more practical reason. “I know 
the Yankees’ pitchers better because I’ve faced most 
of them before,” he said. ‘‘I guess you might say ifs a 
psychological thing with me, but it always bothers me 
when I’m facing a pitcher for the first time.” 
Ray Shore, Cincinnati’s special assignment scout 
who has been keeping close tabs on both American 
League playoff clubs, said he would rather see the 
Royals win the AL flag. 
‘‘Kansas City, that’s the club I’d like for us to play in 
the series,” Shore said, ‘‘The Yanks have the more ex­ 
perienced staff and I think they’d have a better chance 
of holding down our hitters. And the Kansas City park 
has Astroturf like ours. That’s another reason why I’d 
rather see us play them than the Yankees.” 
For the most part, though, the Reds were being 
noncommittal about their possible opponent. 
“I don’t care which team it is,” said left-hander Don 
Gulled, the Cincinnati starter in the World Series 
opener, summing up the Reds’ viewpoint. “All I know 
is I’ll be ready when Saturday comes.”

Simpson have written lots of 
the soul hit songs of the last 
dozen years, been married a 
couple of years, become par­ 
ents of baby Nicole. In the past 
few years, they have made a 
few records themselves and 
performed from time to time. 
Now they have decided to get 
serious about getting their act 
together and their show on the 
road, and for Ashford and 
Simpson that is meant literally. 
George Faison, who choreo­ 
graphed 
Broadway’s 
“ The 
Wiz,” did some choreography 
for them. Ashford says, "He 
more or less married it with 
the music. He really knows how 
to make the picture work. We 
wanted to make the act get 
over; we don’t want people to 
think of us as dancers. I think 
he enhanced what we do. 
“ Just the fact we’re really 
ready and want to get out there 
makes this tour different for 
us.” The tour, which extends 
into the summer, includes sev­ 
en performances in Broadway’s 
Ur is Theater, sharing the bill 
with Al Green, and a couple of 
TV guest appearances. 
The couple’s most recent al­ 
bum on Warner Brothers is

happy. We know we have our 
moments when everything isn’t 
fine. We’ve got to stop and deal 
with 
them. 
We’re, saying, 
‘We’re going to make it through 
here.’ ” 
The couple has homes in New 
York City and Connecticut — 
where they have a vegetable 
garden. They’ve been married 
two years and, Miss Simpson 
says, some people thought they 
always were married. “ Other 
people say they knew all the 
time that eventually we’d get 
married. Why didn’t they tell 
me? I didn’t know it, at least 
not consciously. 
“ I recommend long friend­ 
ships. You get to learn a lot 
about a person.” 
Her husband agrees. 
“ We 
were always telling each other 
about our experiences. Then 
when we finally looked at each 
other with the love light, a lot 
of the games we were playing 
with other people — we’d al­ 
ready told them. We couldn’t 
use them on each other. It was 
starting out with nothing hidden 
and not trying to fool some­ 
body. I kept on being my regu­

'f Miss Simpson, a native New 
Yorker, and Ashford, born in 
Fairfield, S.C., and reared near 
Detroit, met in the White Rock 
Baptist Church in Harlem when 
she was 17 and he was 21. She 
was singing there with three 
other girls. Gospel music was 
having a vogue just then and 
the girl quartet went into an 


off-Broadway gospel nightclub, 
Ashford joining them. 
That 
didn’t last long but before she 
went back to a secretarial job 
and he started looking for a 
job, they tried writing some 
songs together. They sold them, 
which led to being hired to 
write for Scepter Records. 
The big break came there, 
when Ray Charles got a hit 
with one of their songs, “ Let’s 
Go 
Get 
Stoned.” 
On 
the 
strength 
of 
that, 
Motown 
Records hired them in 1965. 
“ We thought we had a good 
pace of writing,” Miss Simpson 
says, “ but they were turning 
out songs as fast as pancakes, 
they had so many writers.” 
The Motown system was to 
let a writer, who was getting 
hits with, say the Temptations, 
keep writing songs for that 
group. But if a song didn’t be­ 
come a hit, then other Motown 
writers could try writing for 
the Temps. Lots of writers 
came to hate that, but Miss 
Simpson and Ashford say they 
thrived on 
the 
competition. 
They worked for Motown some 
seven years, though they never 
moved out of New York, just 
flew to Detroit sometimes, then 
back to New York. 
He says, “ Competition brings 
out the best in you. You don’t 
know how much reserve you 
really have until you push your­ 
self. There were so many good 
writers and producers there. 
You felt you had to call upon 
yourself for more than you had 
previously been giving. 
Their biggest hit probably is 
“ Ain’t 
No 
Mountain 
High 
Enough.” Miss Simpson says, 
because it was a hit for Marvin 
Gaye and Tammi Terrell, then 
again later for Diana Ross. 
“ Reach Out and Touch (Some­ 
body’s Hand),” recorded by

Franklin, also was big. And the 
one they get most requests for 
is “ Give Me Something Real.” 
They surprised Motown, the 
couple recall, by turning in 
completed songs on demonstra­ 
tion records, complete with 
background singers. “ They had 
hundreds of music tracks there, 
with no words Usually some­ 
body would later pick up a 
track and write words,” Miss 
Simpson says. 
She explains, “ Nick writes all 
the lyrics and I do the music 
but he gets into that, too. Most 
of the time it happens together. 
We’ll be playing and singing 
and thoughts will come and 
something falls out right so we 
know it sounds good.”

Studying The 
World Of

SOM ETHING’S T H ER E. By 
Dan Greenberg. Doubleday. 320 
Pages. $7.95. 
One of the frustrations of 
journalism, albeit a rare thing, 
is when a lot of time and mon­ 
ey is spent on an idea for a po­ 
tential story and it doesn’t pan 
out. There’s a great temptation 
to put something into print any­ 
way, if for no other reason than 
to justify the effort. 
Such seems to be the case 
with “ Something’s There.” Al­ 
though this is a literary effort, 
a valid comparison can be 
made to journalism because the 
author ventures into a serious 
vein — trying to discover and 
write about whether there’s 
anything concrete to the world 
of the occult. 
The 
impressive 
part 
of 
“ Something’s There,” is the ob­ 
vious effort Dan Greenberg 
made toward trying to discover 
for himself whether ghosts ex­ 
ist, people can levitate things, 
etc. He spent a lot of time try­ 
ing to meet a respectable spirit 
— assuming there might be 
such a thing - and talking with 
and observing those who claim 
they count spirits among their 
friends. He also read a lot, ac­ 
cording to a bibliography that 
listed 119 sources. Impressive 
indeed. But that’s about it. 
There’s nothing new here. 
One further note: Greenburg 
has a knack of writing a hu­ 
morous flash when you least 
expect it and that talent spo­ 
radically surfaces in this book. 
Unfortunately, though, this is 
rather disruptive at times be­ 
cause it keeps the reader ask­ 
ing “ is this for real or is it a 
put-down?” It’s real, but after 
reading it for a time you’ll 
probably want to put it down.

Under 
the Maine proposal, which is typical, 
all beer, ale and soft drink containers 
sold in the state after Jan. 1.1978 would 
have to have at least a five-cent 
deposit. Cans with flip-top openers 
would be banned, as would plastic rings 
used to hold the cans or bottles together 
in a six-pack. 
UTILITIES 
Voters in some states will decide on 
measures that could affect electric and 
gas bills. In Massachusetts, a proposal 
would require the same per kilowatt 
charge for all customers in contrast to 
the current practice of lower rates for 
big users. The governor and the state 
Department of Public Utilities contend 
that the measure would hurt industry. 
Ohioans for Utility Reform — OUR is 
pushing a measure requiring utilities to 
offer low-cost ‘‘lifeline" rates, with a 
minimum 
charge 
for 
a 
minimum 
amount of power. A measure on the 
ballet 
in 
Missouri 
would 
prevent 
utilities from including construction 
work in progress as one of the ongoing 
costs in figuring rate increases. Sup­ 
porters of the measure say it’s not the 
job of a utility customer to finance long- 


range construction projects. 
GAMBLING 
Legalized gambling of one form or

several states. The biggest fight has 
been in New Jersey where there is a 
proposal to okay casino gambling in 
Atlantic City. Two years ago, a plan for 
casino gambling throughout the state 
was rejected by a 3-2 margin. The

SPENDING—MONEY 
Two measures on the Michigan ballot 
specifically deal with money. 
One 
would limit state spending to 8.3 per 
cent of total personal income in the 
state; the other would remove the 
state’s constitutional prohibition on a 
graduated income tax. Massachusetts 
voters also will decide whether to 
permit a graduated income tax — an 
idea that has been turned down three 
times in recent years. In Missouri, 
there are proposals to increase the 
state’s sales tax by an eighth of a cent, 
but remove it from food and pre­ 
scription drugs. North Dakota voters 
are faced with a plan to reduce the 
sales tax from 4 to 3 per cent. The drive 
is led by a businessman critical of the 
state’s $180 million general fund sur­ 
plus.

Sponsor of the measure is Hep 
Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, a long 
time foe of the wildlife division and 
consistent supporter of antigun, an­ 
tihunting legislation 
Wilkowski s measure would prohibit 
the taking of walleyes by commercial 
or sports fishermen from March 24 to 
May ll annually He says it is aimed 
primarily 
at 
curtailing the 
illegal 
snagging of walleyes in the Sandusky 
River at Fremont every spring 
The legislation is opposed by the 
wildlife division and is expected to 
come under fire from sportsmen's 
groups if it is pursued when the General 
Assembly reconvenes next year 
“ I received a number of requests—a 
vast 
number—from 
fishermen 
who 
were 
concerned 
about 
the 
illegal 
fishing of walleye.-' 
Wilkowski ex- 
I 
plained. "Everyone will agree out here 
in northwestern Ohio that ifs like a

season ’' 
The walleye fishing problems in the 
Sandusky River are well known to the 
division, which moved two years ago to 
curb 
illegal 
fishing 
tactics 
when 
thousands 
of 
the 
prized 
gamefish 
migrate upstream during their annual 
spring spawning runs in March and 
April 
Terminal tackle has been restricted 
and portions of the river closed from I 
a m. to 5 a m., when most snagging 
occurs. Stronger measures, including 
daylight fishing only, have been ad­ 
vocated within the division but never 
adopted. 
Wilkowski maintains that the natural 
resources department "has condoned 
snagging and will continue to condone 
it because of agreements and ar­ 
rangements with the League of Ohio 
Sportsmen, all to the detriment of other 
fishermen who don’t belong to the 
league or any other sportsmen’s organ­ 
ization." 
The division and many sportsmen 
are opposed to Wilkowski's bill for 
several reasons. First, by protecting 
the species statewide, they contend all 
fishermen would be punished for the 
excesses of a 
few. 
Secondly,

division is particularly critical of any 
move to put fish or game management 
in the political process 
Wilkowski steered the bill to his own 
House Economic Affairs Committee 
rather

He said he brought the legislation to 
his own committee because it "deals 
with a multitude of subjects. There is 
no reason why it shouldn't go” before 
his panel, he said.

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Both sides seek southern political advantages

Beneath the contest between Jimmy 
Carter and President Ford in the South 
is another struggle. It may determine 
the political direction of the New South 
and the chances for a new Republican 
majority. 
By nominating a native Southerner 
for president, the Democrats have done 
two things crucial to the future of the 
region: 
—They have ended a long free ride 
for Republicans in the South in national 
elections. 
—And they have made it possible for 
many Southern Democrats to stop 
doing their own thing at the local level 
while ignoring the party’s presidential 
ticket. 
Ever since the Dixiecrats bolted the 
party in 1948, the once Solid South has 
been 
eroding 
for 
the 
Democrats. 
Dwight Eisenhower made inroads in 
1952 and 1956, and Richard Nixon held 
some of the new ground in 1960. Barry 
Coldwater took five Southern states in 
1964 despite a Texan heading the 
Democratic ticket. 
In 1968 only Texas stayed with the 
Democrats. 
What 
George 
Wallace 
didn’t win with his third party bid, 
Nixon got. And in 1972 Nixon took them 
all. 
The split began over civil rights, but 
it spread to other issues on which 
Southern voters generally concluded 
that the Republican presidential nomi­ 
nees were more conservative, and 
therefore closer to their own traditions, 
than the national Democratic party. 
Local Democrats, meanwhile, most 
of them just as conservative as any 
Republican, 
simply 
ignored 
the 
national party, or even denounced it 
while campaigning back home. They 
ran on their own strength and voting 
habits older than the Civil War. 
At the sam e time they continued to 
call themselves Democrats, keeping 
their seniority in Congress and other 
benefits of national party support. They 
had the best of both worlds 
But a couple of things happened 
which 
threatened 
this 
comfortable 
accommodation. For one thing, once 
Southerners had dared to vote against 
the party of their fathers at one level, it 
was an easier step to the next. Southern 
districts began sending Republicans to 
Congress for 
the first time since 
Reconstruction 
Sensing a trend, some newcomers 
decided to enter politics under the new 
banner, and some lifelong Democrats, 
like Sen. Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina, who had first defected as 
Dixiecrats, completed the switch and 
became Republicans. 
But just as the conservative mood of 
the Old South was leading it to what 
was seen as the more conservative 
party, the old patterns were being 
broken by the 1965 voting rights act, 
which brought thousands of new black 
voters onto the rolls. 
Segregationists 
were 
no 
longer 
automatically 
winning 
elections. 
Blacks began to be elected to public 
office. 
And 
white 
New 
South 
politicians, able to draw from both 
constituencies, began to appear, men 
like Carter in Georgia, Reubin Askew 
in Florida, Dale Bum pers in Arkansas, 
Wendell Ford in Kentucky. 
Now, one of the New Southerners is 
heading the Democratic ballot. 
“ The South sees him the kind of 
presidential nominee they have been 
asking the Dem ocrats for,’ said an 
early Carter backer. “ For the first 
time they have a candidate who is 
nationally acceptable ad whom they 
can accept and identify with.” 
“ Most local 'candidates for the first 
time are proud to have the national 
ticket tied to their cam paigns,’’ said 
David Dunn, C arter’s Florida cam ­ 
paign coordinator 
If 
Carter*

to 
Southern voters, the main advantage 
the Republicans had in the South will be 
wiped out. And most of them know it. 
Ford workers say they are surprised at 
the way Ronald R eagan’s conservative 
Republican backers are pitching in to 
save the Ford cam paign in Dixie. 
The kind of Southerners who are 
sticking with the GOP appear to be in 
large m easure those who would have 
been Republicans all along if they had 
lived in another part of the country — 
businessmen, 
professionals, 
white 
collar workers, suburbanites. 
This is a growing class in the South 
and could provide a reasonable base for 
a growing Republican pqrb no matter 
who wins the presidency — if the GOP 
can adapt its approach and cultivate 
these voters. 
On the other hand, one of the things 
which has stumped Ford’s strategists 
is the way the rural South and the 
growing urban industrial working class 
is sticking with Carter. 
Despite their conservative bent on 
social issues, these people are closely 
affected by the basic economic issues 
which have alw ays been the strength of 
the Democratic party. Recession and 
inflation influence them just as much 
as voters anywhere else. 
That basic Carter strength has not 
been lost on the Democrats of the old 
school. While Ford is picking up some 
Democratic support in the South, he is 
not getting it in the measure that 
Nixon, Coldwater, and Eisenhower dict 
There are people lining up behind 
Carter who haven’t backed the national 
ticket in two or three decades 


If this means embracing a liberalized 
New South in the person of Jimmy 
Carter, most of them seem willing to do 
it. This was graphically illustrated 
when Sens. Jam es Eastland and John 
Stennis 
accompanied 
Carter 
to 
Mississippi for a public annointing. 
Even Ross Barnett, who was perhaps 
the most famous cif Mississippi’s segre­ 
gationist governors, is pn Carter’s 
steering committee in the state. 
Ford’s hopes of saving the South for 
the GOP lie in trying HF convince 
Southerners that as a conservative he 
holds greater right to their loyalties, 
even though Carter was born and 
raised in their midst. 
“ He may talk like us but he doesn’t 
think like us,” said Haley Barbour, the 
young Mississippian who is Ford’s 
Southern coordinator. And that is the 
heart of the strategy, that the South 
“will 
vote 
principles 
instead 
of 
geography.” 
Carter’s hopes lie in the belief that 
the New South retains its traditional 
regional pride while it tolerates new 
ideas. 
“ We don’t think Jimmy’;* out of the 
mainstream of the South,” said Phil 
Wise, Carter’s Southern coordinator. 
“ A lot of the pride of the South is at 
stake in this race.” 
Some Carter supporters see his 
candidacy as a kind of vindication of 
the South, and this has made a lot of 
Southerners 
protective 
of 
Jimmy 
Carter. 
After his Playboy interview ap­ 
peared some Carter campaign offices 
received calls from people asking just 
which verses of Scripture he had been 
referring to in his explanation of pride 
and lust 
“ Now these people know the Bible,” 
said Dunn. “They weren’t asking for 
their own instruction. They wanted the 
right verses to defend him with.” 
One problem Ford has in cam­ 
paigning in the South stems from the 
very 
nature of 
Republican 
party 
growth in the region. It has been based 
largely on the appeal of a national 
ticket which sold itself and never built a 


local base independent of coattails. 
In some Southern states — Louisiana 
is a good exam ple — the Republican 
party has been run more like a private 
club than a political party. It lacks the 
organization 
and 
machinery 
for 
delivering the vote. 
Ford 
must 
necessarily 
depend 
largely on direct appeal from the 
candidate to the voter through media or 
through central telephone banks, both 
highly expensive. 
Nevertheless, Ford has potential in 
some areas of the South, primarily 
because of the ideological appeal his 
campaign is trying to press. 
Although the national polls show 
Carter’s regional lead over Ford as 
great as 20 percentage points, local 


polling and a field survey by The Asso­ 
ciated P ress show Ford within striking 
distance in Louisiana, with its large 
Catholic vote and pockets of high 
conservatism ; in Mississippi, with its 
conservative nature; in South Carolina, 
home 
state 
of 
Thurmond 
and 
a 
Republican 
governor, 
Jam es 
Edw ards; and in Florida, where Ford 
strategists say they are six points 
behind and gaining. 
Texas 
and 
Virginia, 
where 
Republicans have shown consistent 
strength in recent years, are con­ 
sidered toss-up states. 
Carter’s headquarters disagrees with 
the Republican claim s and says Carter 
is leading comfortably throughout the 
South. 
Federal agencies 
set open meetings 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dozens of 
federal commissions and boards are 
preparing to hold meetings that will 
open their operations to public view for 
the first time. 
The federal panels are required to 
begin holding open meetings by next 
March under the new “ Government in 
the Sunshine” act, which is aimed at 
opening the business of at least some 
public agencies to the public. 
The new law affects only the 50-odd 
federal regulatory agencies. It does not 
apply to executive branch agencies like 
the White House or to the Congress, 
which enacted it. 
Only the Federal Power Commission 
and the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission 
among 
m ajor 
federal 
regulatory agencies now hold meetings 
open to the public. But even these two 
agencies have some adjustm ents to 
make to comply with the law. 
The 
Consumer 
Product 
Safety 
Commission, for example, now con­ 
ducts its votes in secret but will not be 
allowed to vote privately on most 
m atters in the future. 


Spokesmen 
for 
several 
agencies 
contacted by The Associated Press said 
study groups have been appointed to 
consider how to convert to the “ sun­ 
shine” policy mandated by Congress. 
“ There are many mechanics to be 
worked out,” said Henry Patrick, a 
spokesman 
for 
the 
Federal 
Com­ 
munications 
Commission. 
“ For 
example, we have a room that holds 
about IOO people. We’ll have to decide if 
we have to expand the room.” 
He said the FCC is “ nowhere near 
ready” to implement the new law. 
However, several other agencies said 
they plan to comply with the new 
requirements 
before 
the 
March 
deadline. 
“ Our intention is to comply by about 
early February,” said Andy Rothman, 
a spokesman for the Securities and E x­ 
change Commission. The SEC also has 
a task force studying how to put the 
new law into effect. 
Rothman said one problem is that 
“ Congress neglected to give us any 
funds with which to implement the 
law .”
